The “trifling" increase in the national debt for that period 
wa* forty billion* of dollar*, which is more than one-sixth of the 
present national debt, and more than twice the total set for the 
our-year Marshall Plan. Nobody hut a dyed-in-the-wool New 
dealer would dream of calling it “trifling. * 
A* to the war expenditures, it has been observed again and 
again, on the floor of Congress, that there was « sheer waste of 
at least fifty billions of dollars. This consisted, first, of gigantic 
'projects" — fancy pipelines, etc., etc. — which handicapped 
rather than helped our war effort; and second, of a trail of waste 
and graft on circus dimensions, all of it tied in either to New Deal 
incompetence of New Deal favoritism. Recent investigations in 
Congress have brought out no more than a few lurid details. 
As to the war financing, it was criticized by Republicans and 
not a few Democrats (for example. Senator Byrd) as being 
unwise and improvident. There was no great need for running 
the war on the expensive basis of ' deficit financing"— which 
doesn't mean, incidentally, what Mr. Page seems to think it 
means; simply going into debt; hut a quite different and much 
more dangerous practice-—issuing currency or '’lisper money" 
on the strength of these debts. 
When Congress, as it did from time to time, raised the per­ 
missive limits of the national debt, it wasn't approving the prac­ 
tices, but simply recognizing their effect. A much more accurate 
statement of what happened is that the White I louse from time 
to time, agreed with Congress on a limit beyond which they 
would not push the debt— but kept on breaking these promises 
as fast aa they were made. 
Of course, the fact is that none of the factors which Mr. Page 
cites to show that the heart of the New Deal was pure, and its 
methods above reproach, have a whole lot to do with inflation. 
There are three ways of analyzing inflation. 'Die first, and 
most enlightening, it on the grounds of whether currency is being 
held Arm or being "debased." The plain facts, too well known 
for Mr. Page to dispute, is that the New Dealers went off the 
gold standard in 193), and since then have multiplied the num ­ 
ber of dollars by four or more— so that we have 2S-crnt dollars 
today instead of hundred-cent dollars. 
The objective of all 
anti-inflation programs which are worth considering is thr same; 
lo stabilize and support the currency— which means, start the 
dollar's value on its way back to par. 
The only possible way that can be done is to slash the gov­ 
ernm ent’s spending, end plow some of the savings back into 
the value of the currency. 
A second way of considering inflation is to take it on the 
basis of the people's purchasing capacity in relation to the supply 
of commodities. This is simply "supply and dem and," and has 
no reel relation to true inflation— though it has a great deal to 
do with rising prices. 
In this held, the record of President Truman is especially 
bad. Disbalance between buying power and supply can be cor­ 
rected either by reducing the buying power, or increasing thr 
supply. He did neither. Ile increased buying power al a critical 
time by insisting that union wages should lie raised just after the 
war. And his labor policies, by fomenting disastrous nation­ 
wide strikes eighteen months ago, drastically reduced production. 
So did his long-continued reliance on the OPA and the resulting 
disorganization in all varieties of output. 
The present crisis of inflation is due to these and similar 
acts by Mr. Truman. He bas bern quite unable to "reconvert" 
industry and agriculture into adequate peacetime production. 
His government-buying schemes have further shortened a short 
supply. And he has adopted measures that resulted in throwing 
•till more purchasing pressure into an already top-heavy buying 
market. 
There is still another sound way to analyze inflation. 
That is 
on the basis of government spending to total national income. 
Inherent in this theory is the assumption that too-heavy spending 
drives the government, in attempting to make it "work," into a 
variety of inflationary tinkering with money and credit. 
This is essentially the approach which Senator Martin ap­ 
pear* to have had in mind. 
It wa* implied by his criticism of "New Deal lavish spending 
and deficit financing," but Mr. Page quite disregarded the sub­ 
ject of recent abuses in these matters. I lowevrr. according to 
this line of reasoning, thr financial policies of the government 
SINCE the war have much more to do with present inflation 
than anything which happened DURING the war, 
What President Truman could have done, but emphatically 
declined to do. was to retrench g o v e r n m e n t spending as soon as 
the war WM over. 
'Hie fight against inflation was largely lost with the Presi­ 
dent's first post war budget, which multiplied by four the must 
extravagant of President Roosevelt** peacetime budgets, and 
multiplied by eight thr sum which was once considered the 
normal spending of Uncle Simi each year. 
And since then the budget bas continued to climb, with 
various "do-goodn 
foreign ani schemes, and a huge unlit.tic 
zation program, tieing lacked on in addition. 
Hie situation is bad and getting worse. It can be remedied 
only by the line of approach Senator Martin suggests— which is 
cutting the national budget to the bone. 
Calling the suggestion "phonos holonus" doesn’t alter the 
situation in the least.
